donate wood chips and a local hardware store donates 
lumber for the beds. 

"Each year, we improve it . . . one year we built 
a tool shed and another year we put a fence around it/' 
said Cook. Other improvements include building garden 
beds, creating a compost area and putting a gutter system 
on the shed with a rain-barrel beneath to provide for 
watering. Salad waste from the cafeteria goes into the 
compost bin. 

"The children at the school learn so much about 
bee pollination, how flowers and vegetables grow and 
where their food really comes from," said Cook. 

The garden is well-organized with an herb area, 
flowers, strawberry patch, pumpkin patch, blueberry 
bush and a butterfly garden. Vegetables grown include 
beets, carrots, tomatoes, Swiss chard, onions, potatoes, 
two kinds of squash, zucchini, cucumbers, corn, 
horseradish, green beans and peas. There is a small area 
for sunflowers. Herbs grown include basil, rosemary, 
marjoram, sage, thyme, mint and chives. 

The garden is organic, with no chemicals or 
pesticides used. Compost donated from a Rochester 
organic farm helps keep the soil rich, and heirloom seeds 
are used when available. 

In the summer, an eight-week course is offered 
in gardening and children spend a couple of hours a day 
in the garden harvesting, observing and learning. Field 
trips to local farms provide insight on how gardening and 
agriculture tie together. 

"We welcome anyone to come and pull weeds, 
pick beans and help out in any way," said Cook. For more

To Be or Not to Be Prey

As horrifying and unbelievable as it may seem, 
break-ins during the day have increased over the years 
in and around Mattapoisett. I once heard a self-defense 
expert say that ''you don't hunt for deer in the city, 
meaning predators go where the prey is." Mattapoisett 
homes have become prey to the bad guys. This 
past week, a police officer knocked on our door inquiring 
if we had seen or heard anything suspicious in our 
neighborhood. My reaction was, "Oh no, not another 
break-in!" Yes, a house across the street had been robbed. 
That makes three break-ins in less than a year less than an 
eighth of a mile from our front door; too close for comfort. 

Our neighbors, the Booths, had been robbed. "I 
came home around 5:30 pm and noticed the slider door 
was ajar," said Joseph Booth. He then went to find that his 
iPad was missing from the charger. 

"Fm angry," Booth declared. "How dare 
they come into my home, my sanctuary and take my 
belongings!" That sense of outrage will take some time to 
abate. 

The neighbor contiguous to his property 
experienced a near miss last November. Cheryl 
Zeppenfeld told me, "I came home from work and there 
was a car in my driveway." That car was waiting for a 
male who saw Zeppenfeld arrive and ran to the waiting 
car. The assailants got away before she could get a look 
at the registration number or get a description of the car. 
Although she reported the incident, there was little the 
police could do. 

Most of these robberies are fueled by drugs and

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the need for cash. As sad as these individuals may be, 
their illegal activities leave behind a host of misery that 
spreads out, impacting surrounding families. 

"I feel unsafe in a lovely neighborhood," 
remarked Karen LaBonte. 

"No matter what you do, you can never feel really 
safe," stated Barbara Belanger. Belanger said security 
systems were alright, "but those can be breached, crooks 
know how to disarm [them]." And although both LaBonte 
and Belanger haven't been directly impacted by crime, 
they have been affected by it. Their sense of wellbeing in 
this bucolic seaside village has been shaken. 

They asked the same question I have: "What can

Captain Days of the Mattapoisett Police 
Department offered a few tips and insights when I spoke 
to him. First and foremost, ''be aware.'' 

Days said, "People need to be more diligent if 
they suspect something. You shouldn't be afraid to call 
the police if you think a person or car doesn't belong in 
your neighborhood or in someone's driveway. Don't wait; 
call the police right away with as much detail as possible. 
Don't approach the person or car yourself." 

He went on to say that getting a good description 
of a person's clothing, gender, physical attributes, or a 
car's plate number and description is critical to the police 
tracking down suspects. 

"We want to look for the best in people so we 
may not think that a healthy well-groomed young person 
is really a criminal . . . Some of these people are new to 
drugs," Days continued. "They may not appear hardened 
or sick from their addictions." Male, female, teenage, 
middle-age, clean cut, average appearance, just plain 
ordinary-looking people may be criminals. 

"They can work in pairs or groups," Days 
shared. Armed with a cell phone and tools of the trade, 
the burglar gains entrance to the home, grabs small 
valuable items such as electronics, cash, jewelry, and yes, 
prescription drugs, then calls the gang members to get 
picked up. They are in and out of the neighborhood with 
stealth and speed. 

"Don't worry about being wrong. Don't wait

to call the police/' Days said. ''It doesn't do us much 
good if someone calls nine-one-one 30 minutes after 
seeing something that sets off their internal alarm." Call 
immediately. 

"It was the furthest thing from our minds," said 
Charlotte Bellando. Living in a neighboring community, 
Bellando is a victim of a break-in. "We didn't even realize 
we had been robbed until we went into the bedroom." 
That was when her husband noticed a pillowcase 
was missing. "They used my pillowcase to carry my 
belongings out of my house!" she exclaimed. For the 
Bellandos, the ending was rather good. Most of their 
possessions were recovered when the criminals were 
apprehended. Many times, even when the perpetrators 
are caught, the stolen merchandise is long gone. 

Days pointed out, "Some of these people have 
never been arrested before. Their fingerprints won't be 
on file." In the absence of useful fingerprint matches 
or witnesses, finding the burglars can be frustratingly 
difficult. 

For the Belangers and the LaBontes, looking out 
for one another has now become part of the fabric of their 
lives. "I've always been careful to watch for people I don't 
recognize being in our neighborhood," LaBonte said. 
Now she'll be even more proactive. 

Belanger said, "Telling neighbors when you'll be 
away is important. We can watch out for each other."

Even the crooks have a GPS; they don't need to 
get directions from you.'' 

Also, Days stressed that if someone breaks into 
your home while you are there, "get out of the house if 
you can and call nine-one-one." If you can't escape the 
house, hide with your phone and call nine-one-one. "Your 
address will show up in the station if you are calling from 
your land line."

White said. Additional portable rest stations will also 
be made available by the Race Committee. A motion to 
approve the request passed. 

Action items moved by the Board included 
approving February 26 minutes and executive session 
minutes, the temporary appointment of Norman Lussier 
of Fairhaven as Assistant Plumbing/ Gas Inspector, and a 
vote to accept the resignation of Outreach Worker Kathy 
DeMello. Selectman Macallister noted that DeMello will 
be greatly missed. 

Town Administrator Gagne gave his report on 
four subjects: storm damage, brush removal. Clean Vessel 
Act Grants and extending the scallop season. Storm 
damage and the resulting cleanup and snow removal 
have depleted the budget. The state will reimburse the 
town up to 75 percent; however, those monies are still 
pending. Any additional costs resulting from storms will 
need to be discussed with the Finance Committee. 

Paul Osenkowski questioned the Board as to 
why during years when such funds went unused it 
was required for those funds to go into free cash versus 
staying in a fund for the sole purpose of storm associated 
costs. Osenkowski felt that this would help during 
years where storm impact was greater to alleviate those 
additional costs.

surplus, or the commonly referred to Free Cash column. 
"That's not a bad idea/' Macallister concurred. 
"But not allowed by financial regulations/' noted 

Gagne. 

On the subject of brush and tree removal, all 
agreed that Roland Cote and Louie Aielo and their small 
crew have done an outstanding job. Their Herculean 
efforts were echoed by the Selectmen. 

Gagne said, however, that clarification is needed 
to insure that yard brush from the interiors of private 
property is not being removed at the town's expense. He 
noted that Rochester had to make such clarification in 
their town. It is the responsibility of the homeowner to 
cleanup trees and brush that are not of the town. 

Mattapoisett's scallops will be plentiful this year 
according to state testing which has been confirmed by 
the town's Shellfish Officer, Gagne reported. This will 
allow the town to extend the season. 

Clean Vessel Act grants were touched on, next. 
Gagne shared that municipalities may be eligible to apply 
and receive grant monies that could be used to purchase 
new equipment. These are Federal monies administered 
by the states. He said, given the number of boats in our 
waterways, having another boat to help manage pump 
out and to monitor waterway activities would be a great 
benefit to the town. 

"We are a boating community," stated Selectman 
Silva. Although Mattapoisett has a pump station at the 
end of the pier, Gagne felt it wasn't sufficient to insure the 
cleanliness of the water. 

"Remote locations such as Brandt Island and 
Aucoot Cove would benefit from such a service," Gagne 
said. 

However, Paul Osenkowski felt that another boat 
and associated costs would burden the tax payers. He

asked the Board, "Why can't you get someone to come in 
and provide the service and the boat owners could pay for 
it?"

Gagne explained, "Enterprise operations such as 
the transfer station, waterfront, sewer and water costs are 
not paid for by the tax payers." In this case, waterfront 
activities are paid for by the collection of mooring fees and 
associated expenses levied on the boat owners.

village area sewer study, water and sewer improvements, 
building inspections, a drainage study, storm water 
sampling, a pavement study, and work group meetings. 
All collected data showed that the area suffered from poor 
drainage, aging and damaged pipes and sub-standard 
water runoff. 

A plan has been put together to address 
infrastructure issues in the village. Included in the 
project are water pipe repairs, which have already been 
completed, broken sewer repairs, drainage system repairs, 
and roadway repairs including sidewalks and curbing to 
assure Americans with Disabilities Act compliance. The 
design has been broken down into five phases to make 
the project more manageable for the town. This would 
allow the town to complete a phase and then decide if 
they wish to move forward to the next phase. Phase lA 
includes Ryder Lane and South Street. Phase IB, the core 
village area includes parts of Main, Front, Cottage, Hiller 
and Water Streets. Phase 2 includes Pleasant Street, part of 
Main, School and Clark Streets. Phase 3 includes the rest 
of Front Street and Holmes Lane. Phase 4 includes Spring 
Street and some work on drainage on Allen Street. The 
plan includes a 10-year window to complete construction 
of all five phases. 

To help lower the projected cost, the elements of 
the project have been reduced to concrete sidewalks with 
granite curbing and new lighting throughout the village. 

The estimated project costs were broken down 
to Phase lA $5.2 million, with an end cost to the town of 
$3.88 million. Phase IB $4.6 million. Phase 2 $3.9 million. 
Phase 3 $3.2 million, and Phase 4 $3.5 million. The total 
cost to the town of the entire project would be $18.4 
million after the use of a MassWorks Infrastructure Grant 
of $1 million and approximately $1 million in Chapter 
90 roadway funds. The town has also qualified for a 
DEP State Revolving Fund Loan Program which is a low 
interest loan at 2 percent for up to $19.3 million to be paid 
back over 20 years. 

When the floor was opened for questions, many 
people had concerns about the cost, increased sewer rates, 
and the unknown of how taxes would increase. Finance 
Director Judith Mooney said that there would be a cost 
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breakdown brought forward by town meeting. 

Many in attendance wanted to include a broad 
scope of work needed on all roads in Marion. Public 
Works Supervisor Robert Zora stated that there is a 
plan in the works that would use the chapter 90 funds, 
approximately $140,000 annually, plus other budgeted 
funds to address all road needs in the town in upcoming 
years. 

One theme that kept arising from the citizens was 
a need for a big picture on all proposed improvements 
and projects the town sees need for in the immediate 
future. 

The next step for the plan is to put Phase 1 A out 
to bid so that actual construction costs will be known. 
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There w^ill be another meeting held on April 25 to focus 
on Phase lA. Additionally, there are two articles being 
proposed for the Annual Tow^n Meeting, the first being a 
request for $3,882,000 to complete Phase lA. The second 
article would request $297,000 to fund the design of phase 
IB. 

2014 School Budget Discussed in Marion 

Marion School Committee

The 2014 School District budget was the priority 
at the Marion School Committee meeting on Wednesday 
evening. With an expected enrollment of 435 students. 
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Sippican Elementary School budgeted for a teaching staff 
of 32, a special education staff of eight, a para-professional 
staff of three and other staff of various positions totaling 
$5,473,677. 

Overall, the proposed budget shows an increase 
in regular day costs of $90,248, special education of 
$36,272, with an overall budget increase of 2.31 percent. 

The Committee agreed to consider the proposed 
budget and vote on it at the April 3 meeting. 

Committee member Joseph Scott noted that there 
were far fewer students enrolling in private and parochial 
schools at the junior and senior high school than in 
previous years. 

"We project an enrollment of 760 to 765 students 
at the senior high, primarily due to the new ORR swim 
program and other reasons,'' said Scott. 

In other business, the Committee announced a 
public educational invitation to ''Addressing Fidgety 
Behaviors," which will be held at Center School in 
Mattapoisett on Wednesday, March 20 from 6:00 to 7:00 
pm. Joseph Schectman, a professor of Special Education 
from Cambridge College, will facilitate the meeting. All 
are welcome and refreshments will be provided. 

Retired teacher Diane Cook requested, via a 
written presentation, to bring back the Sippican School 
garden. 

"Her intention is to revive it," said Chairman 
Gordon. All members agreed that the garden could

provide additional educational outcomes for students 
working, planting and harvesting from the garden. 

In other news, the Early Childhood Council 
representative noted that ''Big Ryan'' would be 
performing at Old Hammond Town School on May 8 
from 5:30 to 6:00 pm for story-telling, and there will be a 
parent's meeting from 6:00 pm to 8:00 pm. 

The Committee heard from Jody Dickerson, 
Chairman of the Marion Recreation Committee, who 
presented an after-school program. Sippican School 
Principal Lynn Rivet also spoke in favor of the program. 

"This is a safe, fun place to spend time after 
school," said Rivet. "It's an energetic after-school 
program." 
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Dickerson spoke and said that he had run a 
similar program, which was nationally recognized in 
Newfound, N.H., prior to relocating to Marion several 
years ago. 

"These programs are paid for through the fees 
paid by parents and by grants,'' said Dickerson. "WeTl 
just break even, but provide activities to keep kids 
engaged and off the streets.'' 

In other agenda items, Joseph Scott asked 
Curriculum Specialist Elise Frangos about professional 
development opportunities and what the outcome was 
from programs initiated. 

"When I became a teacher in 1977, you took a 
test and that was it," said Frangos. "Today, we need to 
focus on growth and learning to change and engage with 
technology . . . that's scary for some. Our goal is to help 
teachers learn to grow and use their assets ... to engage 
students." 

Committee member Christine Winters 
commented on the upcoming Destination Imagination 
competition in Harwich, Mass. coming up this Sunday 
and wished the science and engineering entrees much 
success. 

Full Agenda for Mattapoisett Conservation 

Mattapoisett Conversation Commission 
By Marilou Newell 
With a full agenda and long night of hearings 
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ahead of them, the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission began with the Water and Sewer Department 
submissions. 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham discussed 
the delineation of resources off Acushnet Road. 
Streams, channels, inland banks and riverways were 
noted on maps and plans to insure protections are in 
place for future work in that area. Nothing is currently 
planned, but Denham provided the Commission with 
comprehensive assessments for clarity when new 
wells might be needed in that area. Commission Agent 
Elizaebth Ledihold noted that the delineation was fine 
and the natural heredity map seemed not to be impacted 
or of concern. The Commissioners requested additional 
delineations for all intermittent streams. 

This brief hearing was followed with an informal 
conversation with Denham regarding the Mattapoisett 
Neck sewer project. Minor changes to the road resurfacing 
project that require the finished surface area to be 
two inches above the original plans were noted. The 
Commissioners asked if and how this alleviation change 
might impact drainage and natural resources abutting the 
roadway. Denham said that this was a very minor change. 
Less milling of the road surfaces would result in less 
disturbance of the surrounding area. Loam and plantings 
would be added to transition from the finished road to the 
surrounding drainage areas. Bob Rogers requested a letter 
from Water and Sewer Department noting the changes 
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for the pubHc record. The Commissioners and Denham 
agreed that a summary letter would be provided. 

Several hearings were then quickly dispatched: 
Robert and Susan Carson, 18 Silver Shell Avenue, 
were requesting the Commission's approval for 
changes to their current home, including roofing over 
a deck, seasonal porch enclosure and construction of 
an observation deck, none of which would impact 
the current footprint of the building. The project was 
accepted as submitted. 

Next, Jacob and Jennifer Mark, 23 Bay Road, 
requested approval for the removal of an existing 
porch and construction of an addition to the dwelling 
which would be somewhat larger than footprint. The 
Commissioners asked the applicants' representatives 
about barriers for delineated areas of work to protect 
water resource spaces and erosion control. Applicants will 
protect resource areas with hay bales and other materials. 
All excavated material will be removed from the site. 
The Commission agreed to the plans as submitted with 
additional protections in place. 

Debra Dewalt was next to come before the 
Commission, requesting approval to remove an elevated 
wooden walkway located at 9 Locust Street. Dewalt is in 
the process of returning the property to its original state. 
The project was approved as submitted. 

Discussion was opened with Mr. Laveia of 
D and B Quality Construction, as the applicant for 
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projects at 15 Cedarcrest Avenue, the property owned 
by Stacey Marino. Conversation quickly bogged down 
as a non-conforming shed on the property had never 
been permitted. Brandon Faneuf, engineer to the 
owner, explained the two issues that were before the 
Commission. The applicant had not received DEP file 
numbers for the conversion of the existing deck to a 
screen room and construction of a new deck, and after- 
the-fact filing to allow an already constructed shed and 
outdoor shower. 

Faneuf requested that the two issues be viewed 
as one project. However, the Commissioners believed 
the shed issue needed resolution first before any project 
could be heard. Commissioner Ken Dawicki stated that 
the homeowner was responsible for the shed regardless of 
it being on the property when she purchased it. Further, 
there are environmental problems with 'gray' water 
entering the watershed area from the shower. And, lastly, 
the shed was apparently placed outside the owners' 
property bounds. 

Faneuf pressed the Commission to move forward 
rendering their opinion for proposed changes to the porch 
and deck areas. However, the Commission countered that 
other boards, not the least being the Planning and Zoning 
Boards, need to review and approve changes first. 

Chairman Newton said, "There are too many 
issues ... Con Com can't hear the applicant's request. 
Building, zoning, no permits were pulled . . . we would 
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prefer to wait until DEP issues file numbers and other 
issues cleared before Con Com went further/' 

There was some discussion about Laveia versus 
owner Marino being the applicant. Newton noted that this 
is allowed. Con Com told Faneuf and Laveia to continue 
these matters while DEP file numbers could be secured 
and due process through other boards could take place. 
Con Com gave applicant another hearing date: April 8. 

An application by Daniel Oliver, 40 Water Street, 
to allow pier extension and a new gangway to be wider 
than state-suggested guidelines was then heard. After 
discussion of difficulties that Oliver has experienced 
in receiving return calls from DEP and Coastal Zone 
Management for further guidance. Commissioner Mike

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King said he was in favor of the change. 

The Commission overwhelmingly agreed that 
Oliver should be allowed a 5-foot wide gangway with 
various approved floats, decking and clearances for 
natural resources such as eel grass. It was read into the 
minutes that the Shellfish Officer was consulted and eel 
grass impact, if any, would need to follow guidelines. 
Rogers moved to approve the project with proposed 
changes being noted on all documents and plans. The 
Commission approved. 

Last up was Pease's Point Improvement 
Association. Ron Gerace and Sullivan of the Association 
requested permission to move forward with repairs 
to a seawall. Discussion followed about the need for a 
DEP 91 License was brought up by Dawicki. Since the 
applicant wants the seawall approved into perpetuity, the 
Commissioners felt that such licensing should be secured. 
Chairman Newton also stated that the Commission needs 
existing condition documentation. 

"You need to get the sea wall surveyed," Newton 

said. 

This led to some frustration on the part of Gerace 
and Sullivan, who stated, ". . .the wall is crumbling as we 
speak — we need to get this fixed!" 

The Association had addressed the license issue 
in 1992, at which time it was told by the state that it was 
no required. The Commissioners agreed that the work 
does need to get done, but that first a survey is required 
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and possible DEP license pursued before the Commission 
can move forward on the project. It was pointed out 
by the Commission that conditions may have changed 
and shifted in and around the seawall since 1992, and, 
therefore, current conditions needed to be assessed. 
The goal of the Commission is to help insure that the 
work done now will last through coming generations. 
Association members acquiesced to get the survey done 
and submitted to the Commission while pursuing the 
DEP issue concurrently. 

Lastly, Leidhold gave the Agent's report including 
recent seminars she had attended, and the forthcoming 
Open Space Committee's public meeting, which is seeking 
community input from interested parties. 

Initial Budget for 2014 Reviewed 

Rochester School Committee

The Rochester Memorial School Committee met 
for their regular monthly meeting on Thursday, March 
7 at 6:30 pm. Chairman Michelle Cusolito informed the 
Committee that although the Playground Committee is 
not ready to come before them at this time, the teachers 
and parents in the group are working hard and are 
making progress. 

Next, the Food Service Director, Caitlin Meagher, 
reviewed her quarterly report. She informed the 
Committee that she is still accepting applications for the 
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three-hour cafeteria position. The position is Monday 
through Friday 10:30 am to 1:30 pm, 180 days a year. 
Meagher was also excited to announce that produce is 
now being purchased from Sid Wainer & Son of New 
Bedford. They were able to match the prices and have 
good produce. The percentage of student's purchasing 
food has stayed at 42 percent, the same as last year, even 
with a cost increase. This past month, there was a surplus 
of $1,853 after cost was subtracted from sales. 

Superintendent Douglas White reviewed his 
report, highlighting the federal funding cuts which 
he feels will have little impact on Rochester. The 
development of the new strategic plan began with the 
Joint School Committee, which recommends that the 
Strategic Plan Conference be scheduled for next fall versus 
this spring. This coming school year, all districts will need 
to come up with two means or measures of rating an 
individual educator's impact on student learning. 

Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos discussed 
the obtained grant of $3,700 for the full-day kindergarten 
program, to be spent on reading materials. Wednesday, 
March 13 will be a half -day of school for students as the 
teachers attend professional development. There will be 
a presentation open to the community addressing fidgety 
behaviors in children on Wednesday, March 20 from 
6:00 to 7:00 pm at Center School in Mattapoisett. Parents 
and teachers are encouraged to attend. The district is 
now part of SmartPD, which allows teachers to have 
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access to professional development in thirty-five other 
communities. It also allows this district to sell empty 
seats. This money then goes to future training. 

Director of Student Services Teresa Hamm's 
report was given to the School Committee but Hamm was 
not in attendance to review. 

Dr. Moira Rodgers, Rochester Elementary 
School Principal, presented her report. The new RMS 
School Council has been created. Their first meeting 
is scheduled for April 3 at RMS from 4:15 to 5:00 pm. 
Quarterly meetings have established between Old Colony 
Vocational Technical School, Police Chief Paul Magee and 
Rodgers to discuss crisis management. 

The School Committee received quarterly written 
reports from the Facilities Director and Technology 
Director. The Committee discussed the new website going 
public March 28. It is hoped that this will provide a more 
usable events calendar. 

The School Committee approved the minutes of 
the regular meeting and executive session from February 
7 with minimal corrections. 

Next, the Financial Report and Budget Transfer 
Request were reviewed. The Committee approved 
transferring monies from one line item to another to 
correctly show expenditures. 

The Committee reviewed the 2014 fiscal year 
budget. The revised budget is $10,771 lower than this 
year. There is an increase in contractual staff salaries and 
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contracted services. However, there is a decrease in special 
needs costs. Rodgers is proposing an assistant principal's 
position. The cost associated with this could be assuaged 
by a reduction in teaching staff. Due to lower enrollment 
in the upcoming third grade, there would be one teacher. 
She is also proposing moving a support teacher into a 
sixth grade classroom, replacing a current teacher. A 
public meeting for the budget will be held on April 4 at 
6:30 pm during the School Committee's regular meeting at 
the Rochester Town Hall. 

The spring play procedure and process was 
discussed. Up to now, there had been no contractual 
position to compensate the teacher who organizes this 
event or to cover costs; therefore, money has been spent 
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from other areas in the budget and not been transparent. 
White would like to see it be financially self-sufficient. 
The Committee wants this program to continue and so 
has asked the Superintendent to reach out to the PTA to 
help find answers to these concerns. 

On behalf of the Student Council, Rodgers 
brought forth the request to have a fundraiser to benefit 
the Leukemia & Lymphoma Society called Pennies for 
Patients. Students would collect change for three weeks 
during March. The School Committee unanimously 
approved the fundraiser. 

For Committee reports, the Chairman informed 
the group that at the Early Childhood Council's last 
meeting, the Girls Scoots came to discuss what they are 
about in order to increase awareness and interest. The 
Council also discussed the possibility of setting locations 
and times for play dates for incoming kindergartens to 
ease the transition. 

At 8:20 pm, the School Committee went into 
executive session for the purposes of exception number 
3, to discuss collective bargaining. After the executive 
session, the Committee voted to accept the contract with 
the custodians' union and then adjourned. 

The next Joint School Committee meeting 
will be March 21 beginning at 6:00 pm at the ORR 
Superintendent's Office. The next Rochester School 
Committee meeting will be April 4 beginning at 6:30 pm 
at the Rochester Town Hall.

Rose was born on August 18, 1917, 
to Katharine Saltonstall and Philip Balch 
Weld, in Tuxedo Park, New York. The third 
of six siblings, she spent her early child- 
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junior distance phenom Mike Wyman, senior shot-putter 
Aaron Holick, and overall athlete Dan Donohue, finished 
second in the Division 4 Championships by a mere 2 
points. Wyman would later place fifth in the state for the 
1,000 meter run, and Donohue would come 10th in the 
state-wide MSTCA Pentathlon.

Although their record doesn't show it, the boys' 
basketball team improved game after game. The young 
team with only two seniors suffered some tough losses, 
but kept giving it their all, night after night. The progress 
that the team made was impressive, thanks to efforts by 
junior Jeremy Bare and sophomore Raekwon Phillips.

The family 
moved to New York City from Dedham when Rose was nine. 
She was educated at the Horace Mann School and the Brearley 
School before attending Milton Academy, graduating in 1935. 
In 1937 she married Ian Baldwin of Mount Kisco, New York. 

Rose was the mother of four young sons when she 
began her professional life in 1952, first as librarian and then 
as an English teacher at the Harvey School, now in Katonah, 
New York. She was director of Harvey's Lower School when 
she retired in 1973, the year she and her husband moved to 
Wareham for the remainder of their lives. In 2009 the Harvey 
School gave Rose its Distinguished Service Award for her 
many contributions to the school. 

An avid gardener, sailor, and golfer. Rose played golf at 
the Kittansett Club for nearly eight decades and was a member 
for 52 years, winning tournaments until her 90th year and 
shooting a hole-in-one twice in her last years. In the 1970s she 
was twice elected to Wareham 's school board and for several 
decades was active in community service on behalf of the 
Church of the Good Shepherd.

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Oz the Great and Powerful, Starring James Franco and 
Michelle Williams. Directed by Sam Raimi. Running 
time: 127 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

As the release of Oz the Great and Powerful drew 
closer, I had the nagging feeling that I should curl up with 
L. Frank Baum's original Oz books before catching the 
film. Instead, it turns out I accidentally re-read another 
book far more relevant to the movie: Bruce Campbell's ri- 
otous 2002 memoir If Chins Could Kill. Much of Campbell's 
book talks about how he, director Sam Raimi, and a few 
other cash-strapped lunatics moved heaven and earth to 
make the first Evil Dead — talk about humble beginnings. 
These days Raimi' s a big shot with three insanely lucrative 
Spider-Man films under his belt, and Disney has handed 
him $200 million to make Oz the Great and Powerful, which, 
as a few commentators have pointed out, has essentially 
the same structure as Raimi' s third Evil Dead entry Army of 
Darkness. (Campbell's in it too, as an arrogant guard at the 
Emerald City gates.) 

The first half hour or so of this new Oz is basi- 
cally Sam Raimi's love of movie magic writ large — very 
large. Like the sainted 1939 Wizard ofOz, it starts out in 
black and white, in the boxy "Academy ratio" used by 
most movies until the '50s. Cheapjack carny magician 
Oscar Diggs (James Franco) rides a hot-air balloon into a 
tornado, which whisks him away to the land of Oz, and 
the screen widens and, like Kool-Aid pouring into a clear 
glass, everything fills up with dazzling color. Most every- 
thing we see from then on, too, was concocted in comput- 
ers, and for a while the obviousness of the green-screen 
backdrops works for Raimi's consciously artificial ap- 
proach. After a while, though, the visuals become irritating 
white noise; the movie overdoses on relentless prettiness. 

The people of Oz receive Oscar as a savior, the 
"wizard" they've been promised. He meets three witches: 
Glinda the Good (Michelle Williams) and two sisters, 
Theodora (Mila Kunis) and Evanora (Rachel Weisz). Soon 
enough, Oscar pegs Evanora and her easily manipulated 
sister — who will become the Wicked Witches of the East 
and West — as the primary threats to Oz, but he knows he 
isn't a real wizard — he's just a flimflam artist, and Glinda 
knows it too. Far too much time is devoted to Oscar's self- 
doubts, and the script hangs a lot of weight on bromides 




about believing in oneself, in ideals of goodness, and so 
on. We seem to pass a lot of time watching James Franco 
and Michelle Williams, sometimes accompanied by a talk- 
ing monkey, strolling in front of fake backdrops. 

As John Waters knows (and has written), the real 
meat of The Wizard of Oz is the Wicked Witch, who, it turns 
out, became the fearsome green-skinned villain because 
she was jealous of Oscar strolling in front of too many fake 
backdrops with Glinda. This motive is disappointing to 
say the least, but any scenes Raimi hands over to Kunis 
and especially Weisz as they spit venom and scheme are 
terrific fun. If nothing else, pop culture's current swing 
towards fantasy and fairy tales gives actresses a chance 
to doll up in outlandish drag-queen ornamentation and 
vamp six ways to Sunday. Franco, grinning and smirking 
his way through his performance, can't compete with the 
witches — including Glinda, whom Williams invests with 
a steely inner strength. 

Eventually we're treated to the spectacle of an 
Oscar-winning actress and an Oscar-nominated actress 
throwing balls of energy at each other, while Oscar and 
his new posse of tinkers, farmers and Munchkins jerry-rig 
various illusions to hoodwink the Wicked Witches' evil fly- 
ing baboons and restore Oz to its people. Oz the Great and 
Powerful is supposed to be about how Oscar the hokum 
artist grew into his role as the Wizard, but he just seems 
like a bystander a lot of the time. So does Sam Raimi. He 
sneaks in a few time-honored Raimi shots, like the ram- 
o-cam, but longtime fans of the director may wish they 
were re- watching Army of Darkness instead. Raimi said all 
he could, and brilliantly, with the story of a stranger in a 
strange fantasyland in that film. Movie buffs sometimes 
like to wonder what their favorite z-budget cult directors 
could do with some serious money, but on the evidence 
here, the answer is, not much that anyone else with $200 
million of Disney's money couldn't do. When you can 
afford to do anything, you have no restrictions to push 
against, no sand to produce the pearl of creativity.

Dr. Jennifer Francis will 
discuss how various aspects of climate change may be 
playing a role, including the record Arctic melt in 2012. 

Jennifer Francis was born and raised in Marion. 
She earned a B.S. in Meteorology from San Jose State 
University in 1988 and a doctorate in Atmospheric 
Sciences from the University of Washington in 1994. As a 
professor at Rutgers University since 1994, she has taught 
courses in satellite remote sensing and climate-change 
issues, and also co-founded and co-directed the Rutgers 
Climate and Environmental Change Initiative. Presently, 
she is a Research Professor with the Rutgers Institute of 
Marine and Coastal Sciences and studies Arctic climate 
change and Arctic-global climate linkages. During the 
13 months from July 2009 to July 2010, her family of 
four spent a year sailing through Central America. She 
and her husband, Peter Francis (also a Marion native), 
circumnavigated the world in a sailboat from 1980 to
